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TAXES FROM UTILITIES 

PAY EDUCATIONAL COSTS 

- From-the. taxes collected by the 

‘states, the counties and the mu- 
nicipalities comes the money that 
pays for our public school system, 
I do not have ayailable the figures 
showing the number of students in 
the primary publie schools. of the 
nation, or the annual cost per stu- 
dent of maintaining those schools. 

For one state, California, I do 
have such figures, arid ore other fig- 
ure that Is of Interest when applied 
fo the maintenance of the primary 
schools of that state, 

In California the average daily at- 
tendance of students in the primary: 
schools, those embracing up to, and 
including, the sixth grade, {s above 
600,000, In 1944 the daily average 
was. 630,648, For the same year the 
total cost of maintaining those pri- 
mary schools, including all salaries 
and materials, but not the cost of 
construction of school plants, or any 
interest on bonds, amounting to $66,- 
859,494, The annual cost per stu- 
dent attending those primary 
schools was $105.99, 

The money to pay those bills in 
California, as in all other states, 
comés from taxes, but who pays the 
taxes? One very large source of tax 
money is the utilities—the raflronds, 
gas and electric companies, municl- 
pal transportation systems and oth- 
ers when they are privately owned. 

I do not know the total of such 
taxes collected in California, I do 
have the total of what the ralflroads 
Pay as taxes to the state, counties 
and municipalitics in the year 1045, 
That total was $15,475,805. Railroad 
taxes In the state, rot Including any 
pald to the federal government, was 
sufficient to provide primary educa- 
tlon for one out of each five of the 
boys and girls attending the primary 
publle schools In the state, If to that. 
could be added the taxes pald by 
all the other privately owned utlli- 
tles in the state {he total certainly 
would be above one half the price 
paid for educating those primary 
school students. 

What Is teve tn Callfornia would, 
io percentage basis, prove true tn, 
all other stafes. A very large part 
of the cost of educating our little 
Mary Jones and Bobby Browns is 
paid by the privately owned ulfli- 
tles, Its such ulilitfes thata minor- 
{ty of our people are demanding be 
taken over and operated by the feds 
eral government. If that were done 
the federal povernment would pay 
no taxes fo tiny state, county or mu 
niclpality, We, the Individuals of 
i cach state, would be forced to dig 
‘down into our jeans and provide 
» those many milliona for school tunds, 
or compel the litte folks to face the 
problems of life without an educa. 
tion, Taxes paid by the privately 
owned utililies, including the rail. 
roads, cin, and very largely do, rep. 
resent the differerce between a fit 
terate or an iUilerate nation.

Veterans’ Disability 


Approximately 1,647,000 veterans 
are receiving disability payments 
monthly as a-result of disabilities in- 
curred in the armed forces during 
World War IJ, according to Veter- 
ans' administration, Average month- 
ly payment amounts to about $42, 

Payments range from $13,80 per 
month to $360 a month, depending 
upon the degree and type of disabil- 
ity. VA says about 25 per cent of 
veterans of World War It have filed 
claims for disability benefits and of 
‘those adjudicated about one out of 
two has resulted In an award. 

At the same time, VA announces 
that more than 372,000 dependents of 
deceased World War II veterans are 
receiving national service life {nsur- 
ance benefits averaging approxl- 
mately $50 monthly, In more than 75 
per cent of the cases, benefictaries 
will receive these payments for the 
rest of their lives, As of Navember 
J, 1946, the face value of the active 
G.I, insurance awards exceeded $3,- 
488,000,000.
